sage as it was being read and fre-
quently senators would confer regard
ing some special part of it which had
attracted their particular notice-

A number of bills and resolutions
were intrpduced following a brief ex-
ecutive session The resignation of Rev
W H Milburn the blind chaplain of
the senate was received with genuine
regret He had become a familiar fig
ure in the body and was personally ac-
quainted with every senator No ac-
tion was taken on the resignation

Alger Sworn in

experts to New England to report to
Dr Salmon and assist him in stamping-
out the disease

Mr Moore today ordered abouttwenty urgeons in the bureau of ani
mal industry service in various west
ern cities to proceed to New England-
to augment the force of experts already at work there fighting the epi-
demic This force will also be added
toby the inspectors relieved from dUty
owing to the cessation of exportations-
ta Great Britain It is not yet known
where the epidemic originated
